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Missionary  Books  and  Pamphlets 


rpHE  great  cause  of  the  apathy  of  the  church  members  to  the  Avork 
of  missions  is  that  they  are  ignorant  of  the  needs  and  claims  of 
missions ; for  when  the  claims  of  missions  are  intelligently  presented, 
not  evmn  the  most  selfish  can  resist  the  impulse  to  do  something  in 
the  work  of  evangelization. 

Tlie  only  thing  which  can  prevent  the  evangelization  of  tlie  world 
within  the  next  twenty  years  is  the  indifference  of  church  members. 
There  are  men  ready  to  go,  and  there  is  plenty  of  money  to  send 
them.  All  that  is  wanted  is  a more  earnest  spirit  among  those 
to  whom  God  has  entrusted  his  wealth,  and  this  earnest  spirit 
can  come  only  with  fuller  knowledge.  Therefore,  tlie  necessity  of 
missionary  study  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized,  Kspeciallv  in 
Epworth  Leagues  should  the  stud}’  of  missions  l)e  actively  prosecuted, 
for  they  have  special  opportunities,  and  such  study  becomes  more 
interesting  the  longer  it  is  continued. 
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It  is  the  purpose  of  this  pamphlet  to  supply  a trustworthy  list  of 
missionary  reading,  and  to  indicate  those  books  which  are  of  especial 
value.  All  the  good  books'  are  not  here  included — only  a mere  frac- 
tion of  them — for  the  missionary  literature  of  to-day  is  so  extensive 
and  so  ably  written  that  a life-time  would  not  suffice  for  the  mastery 
of  it.  But  into  these  lists  have  been  gathered  some  of  the  best,  and  it 
has  been  the  object  of  the  compiler  to  make  the  selection  as  broad  as 
possible,  so  that  every  field  and  every  phase  of  the  problem  maj^  at 
least  be  touched  upon. 

These  lists  are  not  intended  to  be  mutually  exclusive.  The  books 
in  List  I.  are  more  systematic  and  better  adapted  for  the  student ; 
those  in  List  IT.  are  easier  to  read  and  more  suitable  for  S.  S. 
libraries  and  the  family  circle.  For  the  worker  who  may  wish  a 
shorter  list  to  select  from,  we  would  especially  recommend  numbers 
2,  3,  5,  7,’ 9,  13,  16  of  List  I.,  and  numbers  4 and  22  of  List  II. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  Sabbath  Schools  buy  at  once  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  books,  especially  in  List  II.  Most  Sabbath 
schools  are  almost  without  missionary  literature  of  any  kind,  and 
where  there  is  any  it  is  generally  out  of  date. 

League  TAbraries.  Ep worth  Leagues  can  do  good  work  by  establish- 
ing missionary  libraries  in  their  churches.  Some  leagues  have 
successfully  adopted  the  plan  of  having  individuals  buy  one  book  or 
subscribe  for  one  paper,  and  interchanging.  This,  however,  can 
scarcely  be  done  when  the  membership  is  large.  It  is  well  to  have  a ^ 
small  library  for  the  use  of  those  who  take  part  in  the  meetings. 
Ten  or  fifteen  dollars’  worth  of  books,  carefully  selected,  would  make 
an  excellent  beginning,  and  do  much  to  arouse  a true  missionary 
spirit.  The  books  should  be  attractively  announced  by  the  League 
president  when  they  are  secured.
